Make the Clean-Up General 


While Fort Wayne is industrious^ at work cleaning 


Up the debris and removing the traces of damage by the 
recent floods, there is splendid opportunity for still 
broader work along this line by making the clean-up of 
•the city in general under a simultaneous movement to em- 
brace the entire city. At Indianapolis the chamber of 
Commerce has launched the movement for a "clean-up 
'day," and preparations arc being made to enlist the as- 
sistance of the entire public in a whirlwind campaign to 
rid the state capital <>f the winter accumulation of dirt 
and debris. Other cities are adopting similar plans, and 
the idea is one which Fort Wayne may adopt in profit. 
Under the stimulus of concerted enthusiasm wonders could 
be worked in a single day in making the city more pre- 
sentable, and what is erf still greater importance, contrib- 
uting to the conservation of public health. The spring 
"cleaning" is a time-honored institution that is too well 
grounded in custom to need defense here, and it may be 
applied to an entire city with as salutary results as are 
obtained when the housewife attacks the home in the semi- 
annual renovation. Filth, trash, and the general debris 
that accumulates as the deposit of a winter season, sup- 
plies much of the real reason for the fly pestilence and the 
hatching of diseases. The flooded districts are cleaning 
up. Let .the remainder of tHe city supplement their activ- 
ities by naming a day to make the work general in scope. 


Fort Wayne ladies are doing a splendid work in the 


Systematic way in which they have taken hold of the after- 
math of flood relief measures. In the immediate stress of 
the high water period, thousands of sufferers appealed di- 
r^ctly to the relief headquarters for aid. Now a personal 
investigation in the homes of the flood districts by com- 
mittees of ladies is disclosing much need for assistance 
by those who hesitate to make their necessities known 
through fear that there may be others in still greater 
Heed than'themselves. In going into these homes, noting 
sonditions and talking with the families, the ladies are 
making it possible for the remaining relief funds on hand 
to be disbursed in a manner that will result in the largest 
measure of good where it is most needed.

couflty should not place a woman at the head of its"county 
School system. The Sentinel believes the township trus- 
tees would make no mistake in allowing their choice for 
superintendent of schools to fall upon some well-qualified 
Woman Avho has already demonstrated her capacity and 
her executive ability in school work.

perity during tho past year, and at the 
close of the business session an address 
was delivered by Superintendent W. A, 
Gekler, of the state tuberculosis sani- 
tarium at Eockville.

ed decrease. There nre nt present twen- 
VT sufferers from the disease in thin 


city who nre waiting for admission to 
the state sanitarium. 


Dr. W. A. Gekler, in his address, de- 


clared that tuberculosis can bo cured, 
and said Hint reports show there is 25 
per cent. Irss tuberculosis in the state 
now than there was five years ago. He 
snid that fresli air alone is not a cure for 
the disease, nnd added that rest is tin- 
niest essential thing in combating the 
plague. He believes that perfect rest ig 
the one sure way to cure consumption. 


Mr. Gekler reported that seventy peo- 


ple have been cured since the opening 
of the institution at Bockville. At the 
close of his address he was tendered a 
vote of thanks. 


Among the other speakers were Dr. 


K A. Crull, Dr. K. M. Van Buskirk, ,1. 
B. Franko and Secretary Thurber, of 
the Indiana society fur the study and 
prevention of tuberculosis. 
The latter 


declared that the state will be willing 
to aid Fort Wayne in the establishment 
of its tuberculosis colony. Hon. Perry 
A. Randall presided over the meeting.

rough, generous, crude and primal man. 
But every soul of us, students of to- 
da}", can come eo close to Kyau's sou! 
in to feel with him the blind bitterness 
of being wronged. 
Deep down in the 


foul of every one of us arc the in- 
visible marks which, too oft for most 
of us rise unbidden to the surface of 
consciousness .and make us swell afresh 
with indignation, anger, the resentful 
attitude toward some other who, by 
laying wrong upon us, has put within 
the soul those indelible marks which, 
when'We are at our best, we would 
give worlds could we but cast them 
into oblivion—and BO forgive.

BECKER TEACHES 


BIG BIBLE CLASS 


Confident His Attorney Will 


Secure New Trial and 


Acquittal. 


TELLS 
EXPERIENCES 


New York, April 18.—Charles Becker, 


tho "Little Czar" of the police depart- 
ment up to the .murder of Herman Ro- 
senthal, the gambler, told of Home of 
his experiences in the death house, at 
Sing Sing. 


"I suppose you know that every pris- 


oner in this place has a Bible in his cell," 
began Becker. "When I first came here 
I was busy looking Tip the laws by 
which I hoped to gain my freedom. 
After a week I found the time passed 
slowly at night and so I organized a 
Bible class. 
• 


"Since that time we hare had prayer 


meetings every night. 
It begins at 8 


o'clock and lasts until 10. We read a 
number of 
chapters 
from the Bible 


every night. We have gone all through 
the Old Testament and are . about to 
begin on the New. All the men are in- 
terested in this work, and they do all 
they can to help it along. 
At the end 


we all pray for the forgiveness of our 
sins. On nights when some of tho com- 
pany is- to be lod through thn 'little 
green door' the meeting begins at 7 and 
lasts until 10. 
(In these occasions the 


limn to bn killed delivers a sermon. 


Sermon Brings Tears. 


"\Ve had a man here—an Italian who 


had killed a fcllmv-confict—who looked 
liko a tramp. 
He was unkempt and 


apparently uneducated. 
On the night 


before he was to die he preached a ser- 
mon on the- wnges of sin and prayed 
for the redemption of his soul. 1 have 
never heard such an eloquent talk. The 
men around me were so touched that 
they broke down in tears. 
I, myself, 


had been able to restrain my feelings 
until that Italian—a thug, a cut-throat 
of the lowest order—showed he had 
a spark of manhood left in him and 
said that his only rcgreat at dying was 
that he should bring disgraca upon his 
mother. I buried my head in my hands 
and wasn't able to think right for two 
days after that." ' 


Becker's mother, who is 82 years old, 


has never been told of his connection 
with the 
ROHCII tlml case. 
She thinks 


he is at a hospital somewhere-. 


"I've re"ad in the newspapers that the 


majority of men convicted of murder 
and held in tho living tomb until the 
minute before they pass through that 
door, were stoical and didn't care what 
happened to them. I have also read of 
the pleadings of the few who lose their 
nerve on thn day before. ' 


"I have seen four men pass to their 


death. 
Or, rather, I have heard the 


footsteps of 
them and their guards 


passing behind screens. 
Three of these 


men in particular, who werejdl killed 


on*'morning not long »go, walked about 
in their cells up to the very night be- 
fore thrir execution with .an air of bra- 
vado. 
They 
cv<?n laughed about 
the 


thing. 
Can you imagfee a man laugh- 


ing when he knew that within twelve 
hours he would be no more! 
Can you 


imagine a man doing anything but pray- 
ing to God at such a time? 


Still Has Hope. 


"Tho song was not a true one. The 


man I heard singing it was doing it 
unconsciously. 
An hour later he wa» 


quiet. 
Three hours later most of the 


cells had been darkened. 
From some- 


where in the. direction of the oflice I 
heard a telephone bell tinkle. 
Then 


there came a. aob. 
It wasn't- much-— 


just a sob from a man about to die who 
couldn't keep it in. When he was led 
through the door he turned to say good- 
by to the others. 
He got as far an 


•good,' but the 'by' stuck in his throat." 


Becker's lawyers are preparing the 


testimony and evidence on which they 
will ask Justice Goff for a new trial, 
and Becker himself says he is confident 
of acquittal. 


"If my attorney can not show that 


I was illegally convicted," he said, "and 
if I do not present a case for the vacat- 
ing of thn conviction, then I am ready 
to sit in the electric chair and have the 
switch thrown.1'
